HAVANA, Dec. 22 —Intelligence hag besn re-
ceived here, that Colenel Aguerro, Betancourt and
twelve othoer insurrectionists arrlved at Neuvitas
yesterday as prisoners; also, theat a number of
wounded Spanish officers and soldiers had arrived
at that town for medical treatment. All the jour-
nals areé unusually silent own atfairs In the insur-
rectionary district. There are many rumors of en-
gagements between the troops and the insurgents,
Ong report states that Colonel Benegussl has been
defeated in an engngement near Holquin, but the
Diaric denies the correetuess ol the réport, and as-
gerts, on the contrary, that nearly all the soldlers
Iately arrived from Spain bhave been sent to the
seat of war. The reports that the people of suyeral
towns on the Havana railroad had joined the insur-
rectionists, and that several bands of lnsargents
had been formed, are not contirmed.

nation. You have oxtended your tostering care nnd
helping hinnd to the Boys' High School and to the

nent.  You have ylelded to the long-standing and

well-founded complaints of parents and of medical
wen of undue pressure npon the minds of ¢hildren,
and bave adopted efficlent reformatory measures.

You Lave im]luru\n-d the system of examination of

tenchers, and have wisely rearranged the whole sub-

Ject of teachers’ certificates. You haveoverthrown

the old and injurlous rules relating to transfors,

#0 productive of ill fegling between the severnl

schiool sections. You have pald marked at-

tention to the erection of the new school edifices
which are now springing up all around us in all
directions, sud have given to the clty of Philndel-
phin school accommodationy second to none In
Amerien; and you have done so with the same
cconomy whicli has so well marked your ndminis-
tratlon in other expenditures. You have been
most carelul of the public funds committed to your
aisbursement.
